House Passes Three Bills Im-

posing Restrictions On

Traffic

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 30, The gen
cral assembly cantered Its nt ention
Friday upon remedial legislation for
illict liquor selling and pistol-totin- g,

In the house three bills were passed
looking to the prevention of ship-

ment of whiskey into dry territory
and the sale of it after it gets there
The senate passed n bill providing
for the disfranchisement of any citi
zen convicted of carrying a deadly
weapon. Indications arc that all of
these measures will become laws. A

bill giving the state insurance board
increased powers in regulating in
surance rates and classification will
be reported favorably by the com
mittee considering it.

The house passed three bills affect-

ing the shipment of intoxicating liq-

uors into dry territory. The first is

the bill of Representative Douglass,
providing that search warrants may
be issued in illicit liquor cases; sec-

ond, that the penalty for minors vis-

iting saloons be repealed; and third,
the bill prohibiting the shipment of
liquor into local option territory and
prohibiting persons from having in
possescion for sale liquors in loca1

option territory. The provisions of
the third bill are designed for the
purpose of putting into effect the

u law in Kentucky.

GAME BIRD LAW

CLOSELY DEFINED.

Any Hotel Or Restaurant Of-

fering Them For Sale Vio-

lates The Law.

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 30. A hotel
or restaurant which serves game! or

L! J. i. !i igiunc uirus iu lis guests is exposing
them for sale within the meaning of
the statute prohibiting certain kinds
of game and game birds being ex-

posed for sale when it is unlawful to
kill or catch them, and it makes no
difference whether the game or
birds were killed in Kentucky or not
said the Court of Appeals this morn-
ing reversing the Fayette Circuit
Court in the case of the common-
wealth against the Phoenix Hotel
Company,

The company was prosecuted for
exposing quail for sale during the
closed season, but protested that the
quail were shipped from Chicago and
not killed in Kentucky A verdict was
directed in favor of the hotel com-
pany, but the Court of Appeals held
that a person who exposes prohibit-
ed game for sale violates the law
regardless of where the same came
from.

Forest Notes.
A rancher has applied for the

rental of 320 acres on the Pike na-

tional forest, Colorado, to be used
in connection with other private
land, for raising elk as a commercial
venture.

The government has just sold 43,-- :

000 ccrds of cedar wood for Ehingles
from the Washington national for-
est. The Bhingles manufactured
from this wood, laid six inches to
the weather, would cover 2 square
miles of roof.

The navy department has asked
the forest service to Investigate
guijo, a Philippine wood, for possi-

ble use in decking boats and Bhipo.
Longleaf pine, sugar maple and
beech are the domestic wooda most
used for decks.

The state university lands in Arl- -
lzona are 10 oe lumDerea under a

cooperative agreement between the
government and the state land com
mission, Arizona is the first state
in the southwest and one of few in
the country to cut its timbered lands
on forestry principles.

The annual meeting of the Ameri-
can Forestry Association will be held
in Washington on January 14. A
president, twenty-on- e vice presi-
dents, a treasurer, an auditor and
five directors are to be elected and
planB made for an active campaign
for forest conservation during ,1914.
